Arlington 
Heights, with weather 
cool, *nd 
fair with the exception of passing 
clouds, was 
observed 
in regular 
form by organizations 
of ex-sol­ 
diers and their auxiliaries, boy and 
girl scouts, and school children. A 
fair turnout of civilians attended. 
A parade was formed on Vail av­ 
enue south of the Village Hall; the 
V. F. W. and Legion color squads 
in front, then the Merle Guild Post 
(American 
Legion) 
Drum 
and 
Bugle Corps, appearing in uniform 
for the first time, gleaming trench 
style helmets, khaki shirts and red 
neckties, buff flannel breeches with 
red stripes, and black leather put­ 
tees. Then came the V. F. W. post, 
Legion firing squad, the 
Ladies’ 
auxiliaries to the Legion and V. F. 
W., Lions club, Boy Scout Troops 
5 and 7; then children of the Public 
and Lutheran schools accompanied 
by teachers. 
At Dunton ami Fre­ 
mont, the divisions of the parade 
were loaded into trucks, a bus and 
private cars, and to the Arlington 
Heights cemetery on East Euclid 
avenue. 
The children were tak<*n 
by the Metz motor coach and Joyce 
truck; the drum and bude corps by 
the Kehe 
truck. 
With 
muffled 
drums the parade formed again at I money

Even money proved too cumber­ 
some 
as 
trade 
advanced. 
Men

The next thing they both 
noticed was that on one occasion it 
would be Jones who had to pay a 
small balance to square 
accounts, 
while the next time 
it would be 
Brown, and often the net result of 
two or three 
transactions would 
leave them about even in the ex­ 
change. 
As they knew each other 
well and trusted'each other, it was 
decided thereafter merely to keep 
a record of 
the 
separate trades 
without the s*se of any money at 
all, and at the end of the month 
one would settle. This was the es­ 
tablishment of credit, 
and Jones 
and Brown found themselves get­

trace of those they had lost. Evan­ 
geline, after manv years of futile 
search, found her lover dying in an 
almshouse in Philadelphia.

Starved Rock > 'Vt lie park on the 
Illinois river between Ottawa and 
LaSalle, and Deer park, near by, 
was

May 15, and it 
is expected the 
crowd of sightseers

tory. 
Many thousands who 
have not 
visited the park in years will find 
the urge to pay another visit for a 
view* of Starved Rock lake formed 
in the Illinois liver by closing the 
gates of the $5,000,000 dam, which 
is part of the Lakes-to-the-Gulf 
waterway, now open 
as far up 
stream as Ottawa. 
This lake is 
more than ten miles in length and 
about a mile wide. 
An excellent view of the dam, 
lock and lake may be had from the 
top of Starved Rock just below the 
dam and 140 feet above the water 
level, and from Lovers’ Leap, which 
is directly over the open gates of 
the dam where the water surges 
through with terrific force and roar. 
Those who prefer a closer view 
may ride across to the north side 
of the river on an excursion boat, 
walk over a ramp to tho top of the 
lock and dam, and then walk tho 
I entire length of the dam to the 
I south side of the river.
